1. PRESIDENT NIXON' S WATERGATE ADDRESS 
RECEIVES TOP MEDIA NEWSPLAY. SAMPLE HEADLINES MAY 1: 
INDEPENDENT JORNAL DO BRASIL ( RIO): " WATERGATE BRINGS 
DOWN ONE CABINET MEMBER AND THREE OTHER NIXON AIDES 
MODERATE JORNAL DE BRASILIA: " NIXON ACCEPTS RESPENSIBILI TY 
IN WATERGATE CASE." MAY 2 HEADLINES TAKE SLIGHTLY 
DIFFERENT TURN: JORNAL DO BRASIL: " FBI OCCUPIES WHITE 
HOUSE TO GUARD WATERGATE FILES"; JORNAL DE BRASILIA:
